The early dug plants are smaller than those dug 
later because they have made no spring growth, and 
also because the higher knolls which are dry enough to 
dig first usually do not produce quite as heavy plants 
as do the lower, moister portions of the field. if you 
wish to leave it to us we will ship when the plants are 
at their best, but be sure to fit the ground as early as 
it is fit to work, so as to be ready for them.

SEED POTATOES 


We desire to call special attention to our fine stock 
of seed potatoes. 

Our seed crop was planted in June and July on 
sandy loam soil, which had not grown potatoes for 
several years, and are similar and equal to the South- 
ern second crop seed, but larger. 

They are smooth and sound and will keep later in 
Spring without sprouting and throw ont a more vig- 
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orous sprout when planted, than seed grown in the 
usual way. 

They were sprayed five times with Bordeaux mix- 
ture, which kept them healthy and free from blight or 
other diseases, which would impair their value for seed 
purposes. 

We have for many years been growing the Rural 
and Carman, and the Sir Walter Raleigh, as our best 
market varieties.
